ADJOINING  PAGE  AND  ON  THE  OVER  PAGES.  CONTAINS  THE  ENTIRE  CONTRACT, 
YOUR  PARTICULAR  ATTENTION  BEING  CALLED  TO  THE  LIMITATIONS  OF  LIA¬ 
BILITY  THEREIN  CONTAINED. 

This  Contract  Ticket  is  nontransferable. 

1.  By  acceptance  of  this  Contract  Ticket,  whether  or  not  signed  by  him  or  on  his  behalf, 
and/or  by  embarkation  on  the  ship,  the  purchaser  and  each  passenger  named  herein  agrees  that 


the  terms  and  conditions,  stated  above  and  below,  on  the  adjoining 
page  and  on  the  over-pages,  shall  govern  the  relations  between 
and  the  rights  and  liabilities  of  the  Line,  the  purchaser  and  the 
passenger,  and  shall  be  binding  upon  them  in  every  possible  con- 
tingency;  the  purchaser  and  each  passenger  admit  and  warrants 
that  he  (she)  has  read  carefully  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this 
Contract  Ticket  and  accepts  the  same,  and  that  the  same  constitute 
the  entire  Contract  between  the  Line  and  the  passenger: 

2.  In  consideration  of  the 1  ocean  passage  money  mentioned 
above,  the  Line  agrees  to  furnish  the  accommodations  by  vessel  to 
the  destination  of  the  vessel  as  provided  above;  and  further,  to 
procure,  as  the  agent  for,  and  at  the  risk  of  the  passenger,  and 
subject  to  clause  10  hereof,  the  tickets  for  forwarding  of  the 
passenger  from  said  destination  of  the  vessel  to  the  final  destina¬ 
tion  of  the  passenger  mentioned  above,  subject  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  this  Contract  Ticket,  upon  the  basis  of  which  said 
passage  charge  has  been  adjusted,  and  which  are  hereby  agreed 
upon  between  the  Line  and  each  passenger. 

3.  (a)  Whenever  the  word  ’“Line",  or  "Carrier'*  or  any  simi¬ 
lar  word  or  phrase  occurs  in  this  contract,  it  refers  only  to 
Gdynia  America  Shipping  Lines,  Limited,  and  no  other  person  or 
corporation  shall  be  held  to  have  assumed  responsibility  for  the 
performance  of  this  contract. 

(b)  Whenever  the  word  "passenger" -occurs  in  this  contract, 
it  refers  to  the  person  or  persons  who  are  entitled  to  passage  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  terms  of  this  contract. 

(c)  Whenever  the  word  "vessel"  occurs  in  this  contract  it 
refers  only  to  ships  owned,  chartered,  or  operated  by  Gdynia 
America  Shipping  Lines,  Ltd. 

(d)  Whenever  the  word  "purchaser"  occurs  in  this  contract 
it  refers  to  tbe  person  or  persons  whose  name  or  names  appear 
on  the  line  in  this  contract  entitled  "purchaser's  name". 

4.  The  Line  shall  not  be  liable  to  the  passenger  or  others  for 
failure  to  perform  this  contract  in  any  respect,  nor  for  any  loss, 
damage,  injury,  expense  or  delay  of  or  to  any  passenger  or  prop¬ 
erty,  or  death  of  any  passenger  arising  from  any  of  the  following 
Excepted  Causes  whether  occurring  on  board,  in  craft,  ashore  or 
elsewhere;  that  is  to  say:  Act  of  God,  public  enemies,  mines, 
hostilities  and  the  consequences  thereof,  arrests  or  restraints  of 
princes,  rulers  or  people,  compliance  by  the  Line  with  any  direc¬ 
tions  whatsoever  of  any  government  or  of  any  person  purporting 
to  act  under  authority  thereof,  war.  riots,  rebellions  or  civil  com¬ 
motion,  strikes,  stoppages,  labor  lockouts,  or  labor  disputes  or 
disturbances,  theft,  fire,  explosion,  collision,  stranding,  perils  of 
the  seas,  rivers,  accidents  to  or  from  machinery,  boilers  or  steam, 
motors,  ventilation  systems  or  water  supply,  jettison,  wreck,  epi¬ 
demic,  pestilence,  shortage  or  lack  of  fuel,  water,  rain,  spray,  sea 
water,  heat,  smoke,  frost,  ice,  or  arising  from  latent  or  other 
defect,  or  unseaworthiness  of  the  ship  (even  though  existing  at 
the  beginning  or  at  any  stage  of  the  voyage  provided  due  dili¬ 
gence  has  been  exercised  to  make  the  vessel  seaworthy),  fault  or 
error  in  navigation  or  in  the  management  of  the  vessel,  or  for 
causes  of  any  kind  whatsoever  beyond  the  Line's  control  even 
though  the  loss,  damage,  delay,  injury  or  death  arose  from  the 
act,  neglect  or  default  of  any  person  for  whose  act,  neglect  or 
default  the  Line  would  otherwise  be  responsible. 

5.  (a)  The  entire  transit  for  which  this  ticket  is  issued  is  at 
the  passenger's  risk  in  every  respect.  The  Line  is  not  liable  with 
respect  to  the  passenger  and/or  his  baggage,  and/or  personal 
effects  or  belongings,  whatsoever,  belonging  to  or  carried  by  the 
passenger  at  any  stage  of  the  transit,  whether  before,  during,  or 
after  the  vessel’s  voyage,  for  loss  of  life,  illness,  personal  injury 
or  damage,  loss,  detention,  expense  or  delay,  occurring  to  or 
suffered  by  the  passenger,  or  his  baggage,  or  personal  effects  or 
belongings,  during  or  m  connection  with  the  performance  of  this 
contract,  from  whatsoever  cause  arising,  and  whensoever  and 
wheresoever  happening,  and  whether  or  not  the  same  be  wholly 
or  partly  caused  by  any  act,  neglect  or  default  of  the  company, 
its  representatives,  agents,  master,  officers,  crew  or  servants,  or 
of  any  other  person  tor  whose  acts,  neglects  or  defaults  the  com¬ 
pany  would,  if  not  excused  by  this  agreement,  be  responsible,  or 
by  any  defect,  latent  or  otherwise,  or  any  unseaworthiness  in  the 
carrying  vessel  or  in  any  of  the  boats,  tackle,  fittings  or  appur¬ 
tenances  thereof,  including  stores,  victuals,  wines,  spirits  and 
water  of  the  carrying  vessel,  or  any  of  her  boats,  or  of  any  tender 
boat,  tackle  or  thing  whatsoever  which  may  be  used  during  or 
for  the  purpose  of  the  voyage,  or  embarkation  or  disembarkation, 
or  trans-shipment  of  the  passenger,  and/or  his  baggage,  and/or 
personal  effects  or  belongings,  or  otherwise  howsoever. 

(b)  Without  prejudice  to  clause  3(a),  in  the  event  of  any 
claim  for  loss  of  life,  or  personal  injury,  arising  from  any  cause 
whatsoever  for  which  the  Line  or  its  representatives,  agents, 
master,  officers,  crew,  or  servants,  or  any  other  person,  may  be 
held  liable,  the  damages  recoverable  by  the  passenger  or  purchaser 
or  by  his  or  her  surviving  spouse,  executors,  administrators, 
legal  representatives,  heirs  and  next  of  kin.  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS.  The  fare  for  the  voyage 
herein  is,  in  part,  based  upon  the  above  representation  and  valu¬ 
ation.  However,  each  passenger  or  purchaser  may  secure  an  increase 
in  the  Line’s  liability  above  the  said  sum  of  FIVE  THOUSAND 
DOLLARS  by  paying  to  the  Line  before  embarking  a  sum 
equivalent  to  one-tenth  of  one  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  the 
increased  limit  of  liability  sought  by  the  passenger  or  purchaser. 
The  increased  liability  will  be  effectiye  only  from  the  time  when 
payment  is  made  by  the  passenger,  or  purchaser.  A  receipt  will  be 
given  the  passenger  or  purchaser  for  the  amount  of  such  payment 
made  by  him,  and  will  recite  the  increased  limit  of  liability  of 
the  Line  for  which  payment  it  made.  The  Line  shall  not  be 
liable,  in  any  event  whatsbever,  for  more  than  the  actual  amount 
of  damages  legally  proved  to  have  been  sustained  by  the  passen¬ 
ger  or  purchaser  his  or  her  surviving  spouse,  executors,  admin¬ 
istrators,  legal  representatives,  heirs  and  next  of  kin. 

(c)  Without  prejudice  to  clause  5(a),  in  the  event  of  any 
claim  for  loss  or  damage  to  baggage  and/or  hand  baggage, 
whether  or  not.  in  the  passenger  s  custody,  arising  from  any 
cause  whatsoever  for  which  the  Line  or  its  representatives, 
agents,  rnastet.  officers.  Crew  or  servants,  or  anv  other  person 
may  be  held  liable,  tbe  damages  recoverable  by  the  passenger  or 


purchaser,  or  by  his  or  her  surviving  spouse,  executors,  admin¬ 
istrators,  legal  representatives,  heirs  and  next  of  kin,  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  ONE  HUNDRED  FIFTY  DOLLARS.  The 
fare  for  the  voyage  herein  is.  in  part,  based  upon  the  above 
representation  and  valuation.  However,  each  passenger  or  pur¬ 
chaser  may,  prior  to  embarkation,  deliver  a  declaration  in 
writing,  specifying  a  higher  value  for  such  baggage  and/or  hand 
baggage,  to  the  Line's  baggage  master  at  the  port  of  embarkation, 
and  pay  an  additional  amount  of  one  per  cent  on  the  excess  of 
value  thus  specified  over  the  said  amount  mentioned  above,  in 
which  case  the  Line's  liability  shall  not  exceed  such  specified 
value.  The  Line  shall  not  be  liable,  in  any  event  whatsoever,  for 
more  than  the  actual  amount  of  damages  legally  proved  to  have 
been  sustained  by  the  passenger's  baggage  and/or  hand  baggage. 

(d)  Without  prejudice  to  clause  5(a),  in  the  event  ot  any 
claim  for  loss  or  damage  to  any  other  personal  property  of  the 
passenger  whatsoever,  whether  or  not  in  the  passenger’s  custody, 
arising  from  any  cause  whatsoever  for  which  the  Line  or  its 
representatives,  agents,  master,  officers,  crew  or  servants,  or  any 
other  person  may  be  held  liable,  the  damages  recoverable  by  the 
passenger,  or  by  his  or  her  surviving  spouse,  executors,  admin¬ 
istrators,  legal  representatives,  heirs  ana  next  of  kin,  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  ONE  HUNDRED  DOLLARS.  The  fare  for 
the  voyage  herein  is,  in  part,  based  upon  the  above  representation 
and  value.  However,  each  passenger  may,  prior  to  embarkation, 
deliver  a  declaration  in  writing,  specifying  a  higher  value  for 
such  other  personal  property  to  the  Line's  baggage  master  at  the 
port  of  embarkation  and  pay  an  additional  amount  of  one  per  cent 
on  tbe  excess  of  value  thus  specified  over  the  said  amount  men¬ 
tioned  above,  in  which  case  the  Line’s  liability  shall  not  exceed 
such  specified  value.  The  Line  shall  not  be  liable,  in  any  event 
whatsoever  for  more  than  the  actual  amount  of  damages  legally 
proved  to  have  been  sustained  by  any  other  personal  property  of 
the  passenger. 

(e)  Each  passenger  will  be  allowed  the  use  of  a  portion  of 
the  vessel's  safe,  in  which  to  place  property  which  the  passenger 
may  consider  valuable;  no  charge  therefor  wili  be  made  by  the 
Line,  but  such  use  of  the  VessePs  safe  by  the  passenger  shall  in 
no  wise  increase  the  Line's  liability. 

(f)  It  is  understood  and  agreed  between  the  passenger  and  the 
Line  that  the  baggage  which  the  passenger  is  entitled  to  have 
carried  on  the  vessel  shall  contain  only  such  wearing  apparel, 
articles  of  personal  adornment,  toilet  articles,  and  similar  personal 
effects  as  are  necessary  and  appropriate  for  wear  by  and  use  of 
the  passenger  and  as  are  not  excluded  in  the  next  sentence.  Tools 
or  instruments  of  trade,  cameras,  optical  goods,  merchandise,  pic¬ 
tures,  household  goods,  property  of  others,  watches,  jewelry,  gold 
or  silver  ware,  money,  bullion,  securities,  documents,  manuscripts, 
valuables  of  any  description  and  articles  specified  in  Section  4281 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  (U.S.  Code,  Tit.  46, 
Sect.  181)  shall  not  be  included  in  the  baggage,  and  if  so  in¬ 
cluded  by  the  passenger  no  liability  on  account  of  such  articles 
is  assumed  by  the  Line. 

6.  (a)  The  vessel  shall  have  liberty,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
master,  agent,  or  owners,  for  any  reason  whatsoever:  To  enter 
or  leave  any  ports  or  proceed  with  or  without  pilots;  to  tow 
and/or  assist  vessels  in  any  situations  and  to  be  towed;  to  attempt 
to  save  life  or  property  at  sea;  to  depart  from  the  direct  or 
customary  route;  put  back  to,  proceed  to,  call,  enter,  and  stay  at 
any  ports  or  places  once  or  oftener  in  any  order,  although  not 
upon  any  route  to  destination  or  in  contrary  direction  thereto,  and 
to  omit  calling  at  any  ports;  to  proceed  to  or  from  any  port  or 
ports  notwithstanding  risks  from  war  or  hostilities,  or  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  avoiding  any  such  risk,  to  delay  sailing  from  any  port  or 
ports  once  or  oftener  in  any  part  of  the  world,  according  to  the 
ship's  convenience  and  wait  at  any  such  port  or  ports;  and  if  the 
vessel  be  prevented  from  proceeding  in  the  ordinary  course,  the 
Line  shall  have  liberty  to  land  the  passenger  and  terminate  the 
voyage,  and  may,  but  is  not  required  to,  trans-ship  and  forward 
any  passenger  or  property  at  the  risk  of  such  passenger  and  prop¬ 
erty  to  the  vessel's  destination  by  any  available  means,  whether 
belonging  to  the  Line  or  not.  direct  or  by  other  ports  and  places, 
and  by  land  or  water,  or  both,  and  such  landing,  trans-shipment 
or  forwarding  shall  constitute  a  performance  of  this  contract,  and 
the  passage  money  shall  not  be  refunded  in  whole  or  in  part, 
vessel,  passenger,  or  property  lost  or  not  lost  or  voyage  broken  up. 

(b)  If  the  vessel  is,  or  in  the  judgment  of  the  master  is  likely 
to  be,  prevented  by  any  cause  whatsoever  from  landing  any  pas¬ 
senger  at  the  vessel's  destination  mentioned  herein,  or  be  detained 
at  any  port  by  any  cause  whatsoever  if  the  same  be  entered,  any 
passenger  may  be  landed  at  any  other  port  convenient  to  the  ves¬ 
sel,  and  such  landing  shall  be  a  full  compliance  with  this  passage 
contract,  and  the  passenger  must  himself  pay  for  his  board,  lodg¬ 
ing  and  expenses  after  such  landing  and  for  all  transportation 
therefrom,  and  shall  have  no  claim  on  the  Line  therefor.  If  any 
passenger  is  detained  on  board  at  port  of  debarkation  through  not 
being  permitted  by  the  authorities  to  land,  or  is  required  by  such 
authorities  to  be  elsewhere  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  Line 
such  passenger  shall  pay  to  tbe  Line  the  reasonable  expense  of 
such  maintenance,  (unless  the  Line  is  prohibited  by  law  from 
collecting  such  expenses  from  passenger)  and  may  be  landed  at 
any  other  port  convenient  to  the  vessel. 

(c)  The  vessel  shall  have  liberty  to  comply  with  any  orders  or 
directions  as  to  departure,  arrival,  routes,  borts  of  call,  stoppages 
or  as  to  any  other  matters,  given  by  any  Government  or  any  De¬ 
partment  thereof,  or  any  person  acting  or  purporting  to  act  with 
the  authority  of  any  Government  or  of  anv  Department  thereof, 
or  by  any  Committee  or  person  having  or  purporting  to  hive  under 
the  terms  of  the  War  Risks  Insurance  on  tbe  vessel,  the  right  to 
give  such  orders  or  directions,  and  if  by  reason  of  and  in  compli¬ 
ance  with  any  sucb  orders  or  directions  anything  is  done  or  is  not 
done  the  same  shall  not  be  deemed  a  deviation. 

7.  (a)  Passengers  are  strictly  prohibited  from  carrying  on  their 
persons,  or  in  their  baggage,  any  goods  of  a  dangerous  or 
damaging  nature,  such  as  loaded  cartridges,  gunpowder,  firearms, 
or  any  other  inflammable  explosives  or  dangerous  articles;  and 
they  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  sustained  in  consequence  of 
suen  carrying  or  shipment.  The  Line,  and/or  the  master,  and/or 
the  agent,  reserve  the  right  to  land  any  passenger  suspected  of 
violating  this  clause  at  any  port  whatsoever,  or  to  prevent  any 
such  passenger  from  embarking  on  the  vessel  without  refunding, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  any  passage  monies  previously  paid,  and 
further  without  any  liability  for  losa,  damages  or  delay  occasioned 
by  such  action. 


(b)  In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  the  attention  of  the  pas¬ 
senger  is  called  to  the  British  Merchant  Shipping  Act  of  1894  and 
the  provisions  of  the  United  States  Code,  Annotated, 

171  through  175  inclusive,  which  provide  for 
HUNDRED  POUNDS  and  ONE  THOUSAND 
respectively,  for  violations  of  said  laws.

8.  (a)  Twenty  cubic  feet  of  personal  baggage  for  each  passenger 
will  be  carried  without  additional  charge.  The  passenger  shall 
pay  the  current  rate  per  cubic  foot,  or  at  the  option  of  the  Line, 
per  pound,  for  baggage  in  excess  thereof,  but  such  payment  shall 
not  increase  the  limit  of  value  and  the  liability  Of  the  Line  as 
set  forth  in  clause  5  above. 

(b)  The  passenger  will  not  be  liable  to  pay,  nor  entitled  to  re¬ 
ceive,  any  general  average  contribution  in  respect  ot  property  taken 
with  him  on  the  vessel.  The  limitations  of  this  ticket  shall  also 
apply  to  any  baggage  or  property  as.  to  which  the  Line  may 
become  liable  as  warehouseman  eilner  before  or  after  the  voyage, 
and  to  baggage  or  property  placed  in  the  passenger's  stateroom. 
The  passenger  must  distinctly  label  baggage  with  his  name, 
vessel,  date  of  sailing  and  destination,  and  in  default  thereof  the 
Line  shall  not  be  held  liable  for  loss,  delay  or  non-delivery  of 
the  baggage.  The  line  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  loss  or  damage 
arising  from  the  nature  or  insufficiency,  inadequacy,  or  absence  of 
maiks,  address  or  description  of  baggage.  In  event' of  any  partial 
loss  or  injury  with  respect  to  the  baggage,  personal  effects  or 
property  ot  the  passenger,  the  liability  of  the  Line,  if  any,  shall 
in  no  event  exceed  such  portion  of  the  said  agreed  or  specified 
value,  as  the  actual  value  of  said  part  bears  to  the  actual  value 
of  the  whole  thereof. 


9.  The  person  issuing  this  contract  for  the  Line  is  its  agent 
only  to  issue  this  contract  in  its  printed  form  without  modification 
or  addition;  no  person  other  than  an  officer  or  director  of  the 
Line  in  Gdynia,  Poland,  or  of  its  General  Agents  at  New  fork, 
has  authority  to  modify  or  add  to  the  printed  terms  of  this  con¬ 
tract  in  any  respect  and  no  modification  or  addition  shall  be 
binding  on  the  Line  unless  in  writing  signed  by  such  officer  or 
director. 

This  contract  is  subject  also  to  all  other  clauses  or  provisions 
written,  printed  stamped  or  pasted  on  front  or  back  hereof  and 
duly  authorized  as  above  provided. 


10.  The  Line  contracts  on  its  own  behalf  only  in  respect  of 
the  trans-atlantic  transportation  on  its  own  vessel  from  port  of 
departure  to  said  vessel's  port  of  destination  named  herein, 
whether  the  same  or  the  payment  therefor  be  separately  mentioned 
or  not,  and  shall  not  be  responsible  for  any  passenger  or  property 
except  while  in  its  own  custody  upon  such  vessel  and  voyage. 
Any  monies  received  from  a  passenger  or  purchaser,  in  excess  of 
the  fare  for  such  ocean  transportation,  although  not  separately 
stated,  and  any  agreement  or  arrangement  in  respect  of  other  trans¬ 
portation,  forwarding  or  accommodations  on  any  other  line,  rail¬ 
road  or  other  carrier,  or  any  order  issued  thereior  are  received 
and  included  only  for  the  convenience  of  the  passenger  or  pur¬ 
chaser.  and  without  responsibility  of  the  Line,  for  the  acceptance 
or  performance  thereof,  and  subject  to  acceptance  by,  and  to  the 
regular  transportation  or  other  contracts  and  rules  and  regulations 
as  to  the  amount  of  baggage  carried  free  of  charge  and  other  rules 
and  regulations  of  such  other  line,  railroad  or  other  carrier.  The 
passenger  will  be  supplied  with  board  only  on  tlie  vessel  s  ocean 
voyage  from  the  poit  of  embarkation  to  the  destination  of  the 
vessel  named  herein  and,  although  booked  beyond  said  port,  will 
not  be  entitled  to  make  any  claim  on  the  Line  for  board  or  other 
expenses  while  awaiting  forwarding  or  transportation  to  the 
passenger's  final  destination.  All  hotel  and  other  expenses  at  port 
of  embarkation  including  charges  for  transfer  of  baggage  to  the 
vessel's  pier  and  other  charges  thereon,  must  be  paid  by  the 
passenger  himself  and  are  not  payable  by  the  Line. 

11.  All  baggage,  in  order  to  entitle  the  same  to  transportation 
hereunder,  shall  be  delivered  and  claimed  at  the  pier  at  least  two 
hours  before  the  time  set  for  sailing.  Baggage  not  so  delivered  and 
claimed  may  be  received  and  forwarded  by  other  vessels  and 
such  forwarding  shall  be  at  passenger’s  risk  and  expense  thereof. 
No  person  except  the  Line's  baggage  master,  and  then  only  at  its 
pier  from  which  the  vessel  sails,  is  authorized  tq  accept  custody 
of  a  passenger's  property  on  the  Line's  behalf  or  arrange  for 
payment  of  any  excess  or  other  charges  thereon  and  no  property 
shall  he  received  into  the  custody  of  the  Line  or  the  latter  be 
deemed  to  become  responsible  therefor,  except  on  delivery  to  and 
acceptance  by  its  baggage  master  at  said  pier.  Passenger's  baggage 
must  be  registered  with  the  Line’s  baggage  master  on  the  Line  s 
pier  before  embarkation,  and  neither  the  Line,  nor  its  agents  shall 
be  liable  for  loss,  delay  or  injury  thereto  if  not  so  registered. 
Upon  debarkation  from  the  vessel  at  destination  the  passenger 
must  claim  his  baggage  and  surrender  the  receipt  therefor  upon 
registration,  and  thereupon  all  responsibility  of  the  Line  in 
respect  of  the  baggage  shall  cease  and  the  passenger  himself  must 
iook  after  his  baggage  and  the  transfer  of  the  same  to  railroad 
depot,  other  vessel,  other  carrier  or  elsewhere,  as  required,  and 
see  to  it  that  the  same  is  properly  registered  with  such  railroad, 
or  other  vessel  or  other  carrier  and  placed  on  board  for  trans¬ 
portation  on  the  same  train  or  vessel  with  the  passenger.  Baggage 
is  registered  for  the  ocean-voyage  only.  The  responsibility  of  the 
Line,  as  carrier,  in  respect  of  any  property  shall  not  in  any  event 
be  deemed  to  attach  until  actually  on  the  vessel,  and  shall  end 
without  notice  immediately  on  leaving  the  same;  any  responsibility 
of  the  Line  in  respect  of  passenger's  property  attaching  before 
being  on  board  or  remaining  after  leaving  the  vessel  shall  be  that 
of  an  ordinary  bailee  only,  without  responsibility  except  for 
ordinary  care,  but  shall  nevertheless  be  subject  to  all  limitationSj 
conditions,  exceptions  and  exemptions  as  to  liability  provided 
for  in  any  circumstances  in  this  contract,  in  addition  to  any  exist¬ 
ing  by  law. 

12.  The  Line  shall  not  be  liable  upon  any  claim  for  loss  of 
life  of  or  bodily  injuries  to  a  passenger,  or  for  loss  of  or  damage 
to  his  baggage  or  personal  property,  unless  writttn  notice  of  such 
claim  be  given  to  and  filed  with  tbe  Line  at  its  principal  office  in 
Gdynia,  Poland,  or  at  the  office  of  its  General  Agents.  Gdynia 
America  Line,  Inc.,  in  New  York  City,  New  York,  U.  S.  A.  with¬ 
in  30  days  after  the  passenger  leaves  the  vessel'  or  tbe  voyage 
terminates,  or  in  the  event  of  the  passenger’s  death  while  on  the 
vovage,  unless  such  claim  is  so  given  and  filed  within  43  days 
after  tbe  passenger’s  death.

rendered  or  treatments  given  or  supplies  or  materials  furnished  by 
any  of  the  foregoing  persons,  or  for  any  default  or  defect  in  any 
implement,  device,  or  method  employed  by  any  of  the  foregoing 
persons,  tbe  services  of  the  said  persons  and  the  supplies  and 
implements  used  by  them  being  made  available  merely  for  the 
convenience  of  the  passenger  desiring  to  use  same  and  being 
entirely  at  the  passenger’s  own  risk,  and  at  his  own  expense.

14.  This  Contract  is  valid  only  for  the  passenger  named  herein 
and  is  not  transferable.  The  return  portion  of  a  round  trip  ticket 
is  valid  only  for  two  years  but  its  validity  may  be  extended  for 
an  additional  twelve  months  upon  payment  of  10%  of  the  full 
round  trip  rate  at  which  the  round  trip  ticket  was  issued.  Upon 
application  of  the  passenger  first  named,  the  Line  shall  reserve 
accommodations  for  the  passenger  upon  a  vessel  sailing  at  the 
time  desired  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  accommodations  are  available.

2.  In  consideration  of  the  ocean  passage  money i  mentioned 
above,  the  Line  agrees  to  furnish  the  accommodations  by  vessel  to 
the  destination  of  the  vessel  as  provided  above;  and  further,  to 
procure,  as  the  agent  for,  and  at  the  risk  of  the  passenger,  and 
subject  to  clause  10  hereof,  the  tickets  for  forwarding  of  the 
passenger  from  said  destination  of  the  vessel  to  the  final  destina- 
tion  ot  the  passenger  mentioned  above,  subject  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  this  Contract  Ticket,  upon  the  basis  of  which  said 
passage  charge  has  been  adjusted,  and  which  are  hereby  agreed 
upon  between  the  Line  and  each  passenger. 

J.  (a)  Whenever  the  word  "Line”,  or  "Carrier'1  or  any  simi¬ 
lar  word  or  phrase  occurs  •  in  this  contract,  it  refers  only  to 
Gdynia  America  Shipping  L(nes,  Limited,  and  no  other  person  or 
corporation  shall  be  held  to  have  assumed  responsibility  for  the 
performance  of  this  contract. 

(b)  Whenever  the  word  "passenger"  occurs  in  this  contract, 
it  refers  to  the  person  or  persons  who  are  entitled  to  passage  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  terms  of  this  contract. 

(c)  Whenever  the  word  "vessel"  occurs  in  this  contract  it 
refers  only  to  ships  owned,  chartered,  dr  operated  by  Gdynia 
America  Snipping  Lines,  Ltd. 

(d)  Whenever  the  word  "purchaser"  occurs  in  this  contract 
it  refers  to  the  person  or  persons  whose  name  or  names  appear 
on  the  line  in  this  contract  entitled  "purchaser's  name". 

4.  The  Line  shall  not  be. liable  to  the  passenger  or  others  for 
failure  to  perform  this  contract  in  any  respect,  nor  for  any  loss, 
damage,  injury,  expense  or  delay  of  or  to  any  passenger  or  prop¬ 
erty,  or  death  of  any  passenger  arising  from  any  of  the  following 
Excepted  Causes  whether  occurring  on  board,  in  crafty  ashore  or 
elsewhere;  that  is  to  say::  Act  of  God,  public  enemies,  mines, 
hostilities  and  the  consequences  thereof,  arrests  or  restraints  of 
princes,  rulers  or  people,  compliance  by  the  Line  with  any  direc¬ 
tions  whatsoever  of  any  government  or  of  any  person  purporting 
to  act  under  authority  thereof,  war,  riots,  rebellions  or  civil  com¬ 
motion,  strikes,  stoppages,  labor  lockouts,  or  labor  disputes  or 
disturbances,  theft,  fire,  explosion,  collision,  stranding,  perils  of 
the  seas,  rivers,  accidents  to  or  from  machinery,  boilers  or  steam, 
motors,  ventilation  systems  or  water  supply,  jettison,  wreck,  epi¬ 
demic,  pestilence,  shortage  or  lack  of  fuel,  water,  rain,  spray,  sea 
water,  heat,  smoke,  frost,  ice,  or  arising  from  latent  or  other 
defect,  or  unseaworthiness  of  the  ship  (even  though  existing  at 
the  beginning  or  at  any  stage  of  the  voyage  provided  due  dili¬ 
gence  has  been  exercised  to  make  the  vessel  seaworthy),  fault  or 
error  in  navigation  or  in  the  management  of  the  vessel,  or  for 
causes  of  any  kind  whatsoever  beyond  the  Line's  control  even 
though  the  loss,  damage,  delay,  injury  or  death  arose  from  the 
act,  neglect  or  default  of  any  person  for  whose  act,  neglect  or 
default  the  Line  would  otherwise  be  responsible. 

5.  (a)  The  entire  transit  for  which  this  ticket  is  issued  is  at 
the  passenger's  risk  in  every  respect.  The  Line  is  not  liable  with 
respect  to  the  passenger  and/or  his  baggage,  and/or  personal 
effects  or  belongings,  whatsoever,  belonging  to  or  carried  by  the 
passenger  at  any  stage  of  the  transit,  whether  before,  during,  or 
after  the  vessel’s  voyage,  for  loss  of  life,  illness,  personal  injury 
or  damage,  loss,  detention,  expense  or  delay,  occurring  to  or 
suffered  by  the  passenger,  or  his  baggage,  or  personal  effects  or 
belongings,  during  or  in  connection  with  the  performance  of  this 
contract,  from  whatsoever  cause  arising,  and  whensoever  and 
wheresoever  happening,  and  whether  or  not  the  same  be  wholly 
or  partly  caused  by  any  act,  neglect  or  default  of  the  company, 
its  representatives,  agents,  master,  officers,  crew  or  servants,  or 
of  any  other  person  Tor  whose  acts,  neglects  or  defaults  the  com¬ 
pany  would,  if  not  excused  by  this  agreement,  be  responsible,  or 
by  any  defect,  latent  or  otherwise,  or  any  unseaworthiness  in  the 
carrying  vessel  or  in  any  of  the  boats,  tackle,  fittings  or  appur¬ 
tenances  thereof,  including  stores,  victuals,  wines,  spirits  and 
water  of  the  carrying  vessel,  or  any  of  her  boats,  or  of  any  tender 
boat,  tackle  or  thing  whatsoever  which  may  be  used  during  or 

1  for  the  purpose  of  the  voyage,  or  embarkation  or  disembarkation, 
or  trans-shipment  of  the  passenger,  and/or  his  baggage,  and/or 
personal  effects  or  belongings,  or  otherwise  howsoever. 

(b)  Without  prejudice  to  clause  5(a),  in  the  event  of  any 
claim  for  loss  of  life,  or  personal  injury,  arising  from  any  cause 
whatsoever  for  which  the  Line  or  its  representatives,  agents, 
master,  officers,  crew,  or  servants,  or.  any  other  person,  may  be 
held  liable,  the  damages  recoverable  by  the  passenger  or  purchaser 
or  by  his  or  her  surviving  spouse,  executors,  administrators, 
legal  representatives,  heirs  and  next  of  kin.  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  FIVE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS.  The  fare  for  the  voyage 
herein  is,  in  part,  based  upon  the  above  representation  and  valu¬ 
ation.  However,  each  passenger  or  purchaser  may  secure  an  increase 
in  the  Line's  liability  above  the  said  sum  of  FIVE  THOUSAND 
DOLLARS  by  paying  to  the  Line  before  emharking  a  sum 
equivalent  to  one-tenth  of  one  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  the 
increased  limit  of  liability  sought  by  the- passenger  or  purchaser. 
The  increased  liability  will  be  effective  only  from  the  time  when 
payment  is  made  by  the  passenger  or  purchaser.  A  receipt  will  be 
given  the  passenger  or  purchaser  for  the  amount  of  such  payment 
made  by  him,  and  will  recite  the  increased  limit  of  liability  of 
the  Line  for  which  payment  is  made.  The  Line  shall  not  be 
liable,  in  any  event  whatsoever,  for  more  than  the  actual  amount 
of  damages  legally  proved' to  have  been  sustained  by  the  passen¬ 
ger  or  purchaser  his  or  her  surviving  spouse,  executors,  admin¬ 
istrators,  legal  representatives,  heirs  and  next  of  kin. 

(c)  Without  prejudice  to  clause  5(a),  in  the  event  of  any 
claim  for  loss  or  damage  to  baggage  and/or  hand  baggage, 
whether  or  not,  in  the  passenger  s  custody,  arising  from  any 
cause  whatsoever  for  which  the  Line  or  its  representatives, 
agents,  master,  officers,  crew  or  servants,  or  anv  other  person 
may  be  held  liable,  the  damages  recoverable  by  the  passenger  or 


purchaser,  or  by  his  or  her  surviving  Spouse,  executors,  admin¬ 
istrators,  legal  representatives,  heirs  and  next  of  kin,'  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  ONE  HUNDRED  FIFTY  DOLLARS.  The 
fare  for  the  voyage  herein  is,  in  part,  based  upon  the  above 
representation  and  valuation.  However,  each  passenger  or  pur¬ 
chaser  may,  prior  to  embarkation,  deliver  a  declaration  in 
writing,  specifying  a  higher  value  for  such  baggage  and/or  hand 
baggage,  to  the  Line's  baggage  master  at  the  port  of  embarkation, 
and  pay  an  additional  amount  of  one  per  cent  on  the  excess  of 
value  thus  specified  over  the  said  amount  mentioned  above,  in 
which  case  the  Line's  liability  shall  not  exceed  such  specified 
value.  The  Line  shall  not  be  liable,  in  any  event  whatsoever,  for 
more  than  the  actual  amount  of  damages  legally  proved  to  have 
been  sustained  by  the  passenger's  baggage  and/or  hand  baggage. 

(d)  Without  prejudice  to  clause  5(a),  in  the  event  of  any 
claim  for  loss  or  damage  to  any  other  personal  property  of  the 
passenger  whatsoever,  whether  or  not  in  the  passenger's  custody, 
arising  from  any  cause  whatsoever  for  which  the  Line  or  ita 
representatives,  agents,  master,  officers,  crew  or  servants,  or  any 
other  person  may  be  held  liable,  the  damages  recoverable  by  the 
passenger,  or  by  his  or  her  surviving  spouse,  executors,  admin¬ 
istrators,  legal  representatives,  heirs  and  next  of  kin,  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  ONE  HUNDRED  DOLLARS.  The  fare  for 
the  voyage  herein  is.  in  part,  based  upon  the  above  representation 
and  value.  However,  each  passenger  may,  prior  to  embarkation, 
deliver  a  declaration  in  writing,  specifying  a  higher  value  for 
such  other  personal  property  to  the  Line's  baggage  master  at  the 
port  of  embarkation  and  pay  an  additional  amount  of  one  per  cent 
on  the  excess  of  value  thus  specified  over  the  said  amount  men¬ 
tioned  above,  in  which  case  the  Line's  liability  shall  not  exceed 
such  specified  value.  The  Line  shall  not  be  liable,  in  any  event 
whatsoever  for  more  than  the  actual  amount  of  damages  legally 
proved  to  have  been  sustained  by  any  other  personal  property  of 
the  passenger. 

(e)  Each  passenger  will  be  allowed  the  use  of  a  portion  of 
the  vessel's  safe,  in  which  to  place  property  which  the  passenger 
may  consider  valuable;  no  charge  therefor  will  be  made  by  the 
Line,  but  such  use  of  the  vessel  s  safe  by  the  passenger  shall  in 
no  wise  increase  the  Line's  liability. 

(f)  It  is  understood  and  agreed  between  the  passenger  and  the 
Line  that  the  baggage  which  the  passenger  is  entitled  to  have 
carried  on  the  vessel  shall  contain  only  such  wearing  apparel, 
articles  of  personal  adornment,  toilet  articles,  and  similar  personal 
effects  as  are  necessary  and  appropriate  for  wear  by  and  use  of 
the  passenger  and  as  are  not  excluded  in  the  next  sentence.  Tools 
or  instruments  of  trade,  cameras,  optical  goods,  merchandise,  pic¬ 
tures,  household  goods,  property  of  others,  watches,  jewelry,  gold 
or  silver  ware,  money,  bullion,  securities,  documents,  manuscripts, 
valuables  of  any  description  and  articles  specified  in  Section  4281 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  (U.S.  Code,  Tit.  46, 
Sect.  181)  shall  not  be  included  in  the  baggage,  and  if  so  in¬ 
cluded  by  the  passenger  no  liability  on  account  of  such  articles 
is  assumed  by  the  Line. 


6.  (a)  The  vessel  shall  have  liberty,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
master,  agent,  ar  owners,  for  any  reason  whatsoever:  To  enter 
or  leave  any  ports  or  proceed  with  or  without  pilots:  to  tow 
and/or  assist  vessels  in  any  situations  and  to  be  towed;  to  attempt 
to  save  life  or  property  at  sea;  to  depart  from  the  direct  or 
customary  route;  put  back  to,  proceed  to,  call,  enter,  and  stay  at 
any  ports  or  places  once  or  oftener  in  any  order,  although  not 
upon  any  route  to  destination  or  in  contrary  direction  thereto,  and 
to  omit  calling  at  any  ports;  to  proceed  to  or  from  any  port  or 
ports  notwithstanding  risks  from  war  or  hostilities,  or  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  avoiding  any  such  risk,  to  delay  sailing  from  any  port  or 
ports  once  or  oTtener  in  any  part  of  the  world,  according  to  the 
ship’s  convenience  and  wait  at  any  such  port  or  ports;  and  if  the 
vessel  be  prevented  from  proceeding  in  the  ordinary  course,  the 
Line  shall  have  liberty  to  land  the  passenger  and  terminate  the 
voyage,  and  may,  but  is  not  required  to,  trans-ship  and  forward 
any  passenger  or  property  at  the  risk  of  such  passenger  and  prop¬ 
erty  to  the  vessel's  destination  by  any  available  means,  whether 
belonging  to  the  Line  or  not.  direct  or  by  other  ports  and  places, 
and  by  land  or  water,  or  both,  and  such  landing,  trans-shipment 
or  forwarding  shall  constitute  a  performance  of  this  contract,  and 
the  passage  money  shall  not  be  refunded  in  whole  or  in  part, 
vessel,  passenger,  or  property  lost  or  not  lost  or  voyage  broken  up. 

(b)  If  the  vessel  is,  or  in  the  judgment  of  the  master  is  likely 
to  be,  prevented  by  any  cause  whatsoever  from  landing  any  pas¬ 
senger  at  the  vessel’s  destination  mentioned  herein,  or  be  detained 
at  any  port  by  any  cause  whatsoever  if  the  same  be  entered,  any 
passenger  may  be  landed  at  any  other  port  convenient  to  the  ves¬ 
sel,  and  such  landing  shall  be  a  full  compliance  with  this  passage 
contract,  and  the  passenger  must  himself  pay  for  his  board,  lodg¬ 
ing  and  expenses  after  such  landing  and  for  all  transportation 
therefrom,  and  shall  have  no  claim  on  the  Line  therefor.  If  any 
passenger  is  detained  on  board  at  port  of  debarkation  through  not 
being  permitted  by  the  authorities  to  land,  or  is  required  by  such 
authorities  to  be  elsewhere  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  Line 
such  passenger  shall  pay  to  the  Line  the  reasonable  expense  of 
such  maintenance,  (unless  the  Line  is  prohibited  by  law  from 
collecting  such  expenses  from  passenger)  and  may  be  landed  at 
any  other  port  convenient  to  the  vessel. 


(c)  The  vessel  shall  have  liberty  to  comply  with  any  orders  Or 
directions  as  to  departure,  arrival,  routes,  ports  of  call,  stoppages 
or  as  to  any  other  matters,  given  by  any  Government  or  any  De¬ 
partment  thereof,  or  any  person  acting  or  purporting  to  act  with 
the  authority  of  any  Government  or  of  any  Department  thereof, 
or  by  any  Committee  or  person  having  or  purporting  to  have  under 
tbe  terms  of  the  War  Risks  Insurance  on  the  vessel,  the  right  to 
give  such  orders  or  directions,  and  if  by  reason  of  and  in  compli¬ 
ance  with  any  such  orders  or  directions  anything  is  done  or  is  not 
done  the  same  shall  not  be  deemed  a  deviation. 


7.  (a)  Passengers  are  strictly  prohibited  from  carrying  on  their 
persons,  or  in  their  baggage,  any  goods  of  a  dangerous  or 
damaging  nature,  such  as  loaded  cartridges,  gunpowder,  firearms, 
or  any  other  inflammable  explosives  or  dangerous  articles;  and 
they  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  sustained  in  consequence  of 
such  carrying  or  shipment.  The  Line,  and/or  the  master,  and/or 
the  agent,  reserve  the  right  to  land  any  passenger  suspected  of 
violating  this  clause  at  any  port  whatsoever,  or  to  prevent  any 
such  passenger  from  embarking  on  the  vessel  without  refunding, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  any  passage  monies  previously  paid,  and 
further  without  any  liability  for  lost,  damages  or  delay  occasioned 
by  such  action. 


(b)  In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  the  attention  of  the  pas¬ 
senger  is  called  to  the  British  Merchant  Shipping  Act  of  1894  and 
the  provisions  of  the  United  States  Code,  Annotated,  Sections 
171  through  175  inclusive,  which  provide  for  fines  of  ONE 
HUNDRED  POUNDS  and  ONE  THOUSAND  DOLLARS, 
respectively,  for  violations  of  said  laws. 


8.  (a)  Twenty  cubic  feet  of  personal  baggage  for  each  passenger 
will  he  carried  without  additional  charge.  The  passenger  shall 
pay  the  current  rate  per  cubic  foot,  or  at  the  option  of  the  Line, 
per  pound,  for  baggage  in  excess  thereof,  but  such  payment  shall 
not  increase  the  limit  of  value  and  the  liability  of  the  Line  as 
set  forth  in  clause  5  above. 


(b)  The  passenger  will  not  be  liable  to  pay,  nor  entitled  to  re¬ 
ceive,  any  general  average  contribution  in  respect  of  property  taken 
with  him  on  the  vessel.  The  limitations  of  this  ticket  shall  also 
apply  to  any  baggage  or  property  as  to  which  the  Line  may 
become  liable  as  warehouseman  either  before  or  after  the  voyage, 
and  to  baggage  or  property  placed  in  the  passenger's  stateroom. 
The  passenger  must  distinctly  label  baggage  with  his  name, 
vessel,  date  of  sailing  and  destination,  and  in  default  thereof  the 
Line  shall  not  be  held  liable  for  loss,  delay  or  non-delivery  of 
the  baggage.  The  line  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  loss  or  damage 
arising  from  the  nature  or  insufficiency,  inadequacy,  or  absence  of 
maiks,  address  or  description  of  baggage.  In  event  of  any  partial 
loss  or  injury  with  respect  to  the  baggage,  personal  effects  or 
property  of  the  passenger,  the  liability  of  the  Line,  if  any,  shall 
in  no  event  exceed  such  portion  of  the  said  agreed  or  specified 
value,  as  the  actual  value  of  said  part  bears  to  the  actual  value 
of  the  whole  thereof. 


9.  The  person  issuing  this  contract  for  the  Line  is  its  agent 
only  to  issue  this  contract  in  its  printed  form  without  modification 
or  addition;  no  person  other  than  an  officer  or  director  of  the 
Line  in  Gdynia,  Poland,  or  of  its  General  Agents  at  New  York, 
has  authority  to  modify  or  add  to  the  printed  terms  of  this  con¬ 
tract  in  any  respect  and  no  modification  or  addition  shall  be 
binding  on  the  Line  unless  in  writing  signed  by  such  officer  or 
director. 

This  contract  is  subject  also  to  all  other  clauses  or  provisions 
written,  printed  stamped  or  pasted  on  front  or  back  hereof  and 
duly  authorized  as  above  provided. 


10.  The  Line  contracts  on  its  own  behalf  only  in  respect  of 
the  trans  atlantic  transportation  on  its  own  vessel  from  port  of 
departure  to  said  vessel’s  port  of  destination  named  herein, 
whether  the  same  or  the  payment  therefor  be  separately  mentioned 
or  not,  and  shall  not  be  responsible  for  any  passenger  or  property 
except  while  in  its  own  custody  upon  such  vessel  and  voyage. 
Any  monies  received  from  a  passenger  or  purchaser,  in  excess  of 
the  fare  for  such  ocean  transportation,  although  not  separately 
stated,  and  any  agreement  or  arrangement  in  respect  of  other  trans¬ 
portation,  forwarding  or  accommodations  on  any  other  line,  rail¬ 
road  or  other  carrier,  or  any  order  issued  therefor  are  received 
and  included  only  for  the  convenience  of  the  passenger  or  pur¬ 
chaser,  and  without  responsibility  of  the  Line,  for  the  acceptance 
or  performance  thereof,  and  subject  to  acceptance  by,  and  to  the 
regular  transportation  or  other  contracts  and  rules  and  regulations 
as  to  the  amount  of  baggage  carried  free  of  charge  and  other  rules 
and  regulations  of  such  other  line,  railroad  or  other  carrier.  The 
passenger  will  be  supplied  with  board  only  on  the  vessel's  ocean 
voyage  from  the  poit  of  embarkation  to  the  destination  of  the 
vessel  named  herein  and,  although  booked  beyond  said  port,  will 
not  be  entitled  to  make  any  claim  on  the  Line  for  board  or  other 
expenses  while  awaiting  forwarding  or  transportation  to  the 
passenger's  final  destination.  All  hotel  and  other  expenses  at  port 
of  embarkation  including  charges  for  transfer  of  baggage  to  the 
vessel's  pier  and  other  charges  thereon,  must  be  paid  by  the 
passenger  himself  and  are  not  payable  by  the  Line. 

11.  All  baggage,  in  order  to  entitle  the  same  to  transportation 
hereunder,  shall  he  delivered  and  claimed  at  the  pier  at  least  two 
hours  before  the  time  set  for  sailing.  Baggage  not  so  delivered  and 
claimed  may  be  received  and  forwarded  by  other  vessels  and 
such  forwarding  shall  be  at  passenger's  risk  and  expense  thereof. 
No  person  except  the  Line's  baggage  master,  and  then  only  at  its 
pier  from  which  the  vessel  sails,  is  authorized  to  accept  custody 
of  a  passenger's  property  on  the  Line’s  behalf  or  arrange  for 
payment  of  any  excess  or  other  charges  thereon  and  no  property 
shall  be  received  into  the  custody  or  the  Line  or  the  latter  be 
deemed  to  become  responsible  therefor,  except  on  delivery  to  and 
acceptance  by  its  baggage  master  at  said  pier.  Passenger’s  baggage 
must  be  registered  with  the  Line's  baggage  master  on  the  Line  s 
pier  before  embarkation,  and  neither  the  Line,  nor  its  agents  shall 
be  liable  for  loss,  delay  or  injury  thereto  if  not  so  registered. 
Upon  debarkation  from  the  vessel  at  destination  the  passenger 
must  claim  his  baggage  and  surrender  the  receipt  therefor  upon 
registration,  and  thereupon  all  responsibility  of  the  Line  in 
respect  of  the  baggage  shall  cease  and  the  passenger  himself  must 
look  after  his  baggage  and  the  transfer  of  the  same  to  railroad 
depot,  other  vessel,  other  carrier  or  elsewhere,  as  required,  and 
see  to  it  that  the  same  is  properly  registered  with  such  railroad, 
or  other  vessel  or  other  carrier  and  placed  on  board  for  trans¬ 
portation  on  the  same  train  or  vessel  with  the  passenger.  Baggage 
is  registered  for  the  ocean-voyage  only.  The  responsibility  of  the 
Line,  as  carrier,  in  respect  of  any  property  shall  not  in  any  event 
Ire  deemed  to  attach  until  actually  on  the  vessel  and  shall  end 
without  notice  immediately  on  leaving  the  same;  any  responsibility 
of  the  Line  in  respect  of  passenger's  property  attaching  before 
being  on  board  or  remaining  after  leaving  the  vessel  shall  be  that 
of  an  ordinary  bailee  only,  without  responsibility  except  for 
ordinary  care,  but  shall  nevertheless  be  subject  to  all  limitations, 
conditions,  exceptions  and  exemptions  as  to  liability  provided 
for  in  any  circumstances  in  this  contract,  in  addition  to  any  exist¬ 
ing  by  law. 


12.  The  Line  shall  not  be  liable  upon  any  claim  for  loss  of 
life  of  or  bodily  injuries  to  a  passenger,  or  for  loss  of  or  damage 
to  his  baggage  or  personal  property,  unless  w  ritten  notice  of  such 
claim  be  given  to  and  filed  with  the  Line  at  its  principal  office  in 
Gdynia.  Poland,  or  at  the  office  of  its  General  Agents,  Gdynia 
America  Line,  Inc.,  in  New  York  City,  New  York,  U.  S.  A.  with¬ 
in  30  days  after  the  passenger  leaves  the  vessel’  or  tbe  voyage 
terminates,  or  in  the  event  of  the  passenger's  death  while  on  the 
voyage,  unless  such  claim  is  so  given  and  filed  within  45  days 
after  the  passenger's  death.  Failure  to  make  and  file  claim  as 
above  provided  shall  bar  all  suits  and  actions  no  matter  by 
whom  instituted  All  suits  and  actions  to  recover  upon  any  claim 
for  loss  of  life  or  bodily  injuries,  or  for  loss  of,  or  damage  to 
baggage  or  personal  property  must  be  commenced  within  six 


months  from  the  day  when  the  death,  injury,  loss,  or  damage 
occurred,  and  failure  to  bring  action  within  said  period  shall 
forever  bar  all  suits  and  actions  no  matter  by  whom  instituted. 
This  limitation  shall  be  applicable  although  the  Line  be  a  non¬ 
resident  or  foreign  corporation.  In  any  case  where  Section  4283A 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  shall  apply,  all  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  paragraph  inconsistent  with  said  section  shall  be 
inapplicable,  and  the  Line  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  claim  for 
loss  of  life  or  bodily  injuries  unless  written  notice  of  such  claim 
shall  be  given  to  and  filed  with  the  Line  at  the  places  in  this 
paragraph  provided  within  six  months  from  the  date  when  the 
death  or  injury  occurred  and  suit  for  such  loss  of  life  or  bodily 
injuries  be  instituted  within  one  year  from  the  date  when  the 
death  or  injuries  occurred.  The  requirements  of  this  clause  cannot 
be  waived  by  an  agent  or  employee  of  the  Line;  they  may  be 
waived  only  by  express  written  agreement  of  a  director  or  officer 
of  the  Line  or  or  its  General  Agents  in  New  York,  having 
authority  in  the  premises. 

13.  The  Line  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  act,  error,  neglect,  or 
lack  of  skill,  on  the  part  of  any  physician,  surgeon,  medical 
attendant,  nurse,  masseur,  manicurist,  hairdresser,  barber,  photo¬ 
grapher.  launderer,  or  tailor,  or  other  persons  performing  similar 
services,  or  for  the  quality,  nature  or  consequences  of  any  services 
rendered  or  treatments  given  or  supplies  or  materials  furnished  by 
any  of  the  foregoing  persons,  or  for  any  default  or  defect  in  any 
implement,  device,  or  method  employed  by  any  of  the  foregoing 
persons,  the  services  of  the  said  persons  and  the  supplies  and 
implements  used  by  them  being  made  available  merely  for  the 
convenience  of  the  passenger  desiring  to  use  same  and  being 
entirely  at  the  passenger's  own  risk,  and  at  his  own  expense.  Any 
passenger  visiting  or  using  any  athletic  or  recreational  apparatus, 
equipment  or  space,  does  so  at  his  own  risk  of  injury,  damage 
or  loss  to  person  or  property. 

14.  This  Contract  is  valid  only  for  the  passenger  named  herein 
and  is  not  transferable.  The  return  portion  of  a  round  trip  ticket 
is  valid  only  for  two  years  but  its  validity  may  be  extended  for 
an  additional  twelve  months  upon  payment  of  10%  of  the  full 
round  trip  rate  at  which  the  round  trip  ticket  was  issued.  Upon 
application  of  the  passenger  first  named,  the  Line  shall  reserve 
accommodations  for  the  passenger  upon  a  vessel  sailing  at  the 
time  desired  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  accommodations  are  available. 
No  passenger  shall  be  entitled  to  transportation  except  upon  the 
production  of  this  Contract.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  trans¬ 
portation  or  to  the  repayment  of  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  the 
money  if  this  ticket  has  been  lost  or  destroyed  or  for  any  other 
cause  cannot  be  produced,  or  in  the  case  of  failure  of  passenger 
to  sail  upon  the  vessel  and  voyage  above  named  or  such  vessel 
and  voyage,  it  any,  as  may  be  substituted  therefor,  whatever 
may  be  the  cause  of  such  failure,  except  as  in  this  Contract  other¬ 
wise  provided.  This  ticket  must  be  exhibited  when  required  and 
delivered  up  to  the  purser  on  board  on  demand. 

15.  Except  as  in  this  Contract  otherwise  provided  and  except 
in  case  of  wrongful  refusal  of  the  Line  to  perform  the  Contract, 
no  passenger  or  purchaser  shall  have  the  right  to  demand  can¬ 
cellation  hereof  or  refund  of  any  part  of  the  ocean  passage  money 
received;  but  at  the  request  of  the  purchaser  or  the  passenger  first 
named  herein  and  upon  the  surrender  of  the  portions  of  this  con¬ 
tract  ticket  designated  as  “purchaser's  receipt"  and  “notice  to 
passengers,"  cancellation  may,  at  the  option  of  the  Line,  be 
granted  and  thereupon  the  Line  shall  be  relieved  of  any  and  all 
other  obligations  hereunder  and  shall  be  liable  only  to  refund  the

16.  In  any  case  in  which  it  shall  be  necessary  or  proper  lor 
the  Line  to  make  payment  of  any  monies  by  way  of  refund,  or 
otherwise.  In  connection  with  this  ticket,  such  payment  may  be 
made  at  the  option  of  tbe  Line  either  to  the  passenger  first  named 
or  to  the  purchaser  of  this  ticket  and  such  passenger  or  the 
purchaser  as  the  case  may  be  shall  be  conclusively  deemed  the 
agent  to  receive  the  same  on  behalf  of  all  persons  interested 
therein  and  the  Line  by  such  payment  shall  be  forever  fully 
discharged  from  all  liability  with  regard  thereto. 

17.  (a)  The  Line  reserves  the  right  to  substitute  any  vessel  or 
vessels  or  accommodations  for  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
transportation  hereunder  and  to  change  any  date  of  sailing  or 
cancel  any  sailing  at  any  time  without  notice,  and  in  case  of  any 
such  change,  substitution  or  cancellation,  the  passenger  or  pur¬ 
chaser  shall  not  have  any  claim  or  demand  against  the  Line  by 
reason  of  any  change,  substitution,  cancellation,  or  delay  for  any 
hotel,  traveling  or  other  expense  or  other  loss  or  damage  except 
for  a  refund  or  the  ocean  passage  money  paid,  upon  the  surrender 
of  the  portions  of  this  contract  ticket  designated  as  “purchaser’s 
receipt  and  “notice  to  passengers.” 

(b)  In  case  the  vessel  does  not  sail  at  the  appointed  time  or  the 
Line  cannot  furnish  accommodations  or  transportation  on  the 
vessel  or  date  mentioned  and  in  the  event  no  vessel  or  accommo¬ 
dation  is  substituted  as  herein  before  provided,  the  passage 
money  shall  be  refunded.  Upon  such  refund  of  passage  money, 
the  Line  shall  be  completely  released  from  the  terms  of  this 
Contract  and  it  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  or  perform  anything 
in  addition  thereto. 

(c)  In  case  of  substitution  of  vessels  the  difference  (if  any) 
between  the  face  value  of  the  ticket  and  the  regular  quoted  rate 
of  the  vessel  substituted  will  be  charged  the  passenger,  or  re¬ 
funded  to  him,  as  the  case  may  be. 

18.  Any  payment  of  any  monies  by  way  of  refund,  or  other¬ 
wise,  under  clauses  15,  16,  17  or  23  of  this  contract,  or  any  other 
clause  thereof,  shall  be  made  ONLY  in  the  currency  in  which 
this  passage  ticket  was  purchased;  but  the  Line,  at  its  sole 
option,  may  make  such  payment  in  any  other  currency  and  at 
the  rate  of  exchange  prevailing  at  the  time  such  payment  is  made. 

19.  In  the  event  of  error  or  misrepresentation  with  regard  to 
the  age  of  any  child  accompanying  the  passenger  named  herein 
so  that  the  Line  has  received  less  than  its  regular  fare  therefor, 
or,  in  the  case  of  any  child  not  specified  in  this  contract  ac¬ 
companying  the  passenger  named  herein  and  for  whom  fare  has 
not  been  paid,  the  passenger  hereunder  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
transportation  until  the  full  and  correct  fare  for  all  such  children 
at  the  Line's  regular  rates  has  been  paid,  and  if  transportation 
is  given  to  any  such  child  the  adult  passenger  named  herein  shall 
be  jointly  and  severally  responsible  for  and  shall  pay  any  auch 
deficiency  In  thi  /»«,  md  the  Line  shall  have  a  lien  on  the 


baggage  and  other  property  of  such  passenger^ therefor. 

20.  (a)  The  Line  shall  not  be  required  under  this  Contract  to 
transport  any  passenger  unless  sum  passenger  shall  have  in  his 
possession  and  exhibit  to  the  Line  or  its  representatives  upon 
request  from  time  to  time,  the  proper  passports,  visas,'  and  other 
documents  which  may  be  necessary  or  customarily  required  for 
admittance  into  the  country  or  countries  of  destination  and  (in 
case  of  returning  passenger)  for  re-entry  into  the  country  to 
which  he  shall  desire  to  return.  The  Line  reserves  the  right  fo 
refuse  to  grant  passage  to  any  passenger  without  proper  docu¬ 
ments  or  whose  documents  are  found  or  may  appear  to  be  invalid 
or  fraudulent. 

(b)  The  passenger  must  take  such  steps  (including  provision  of 
all  necessary  documents)  as  may  be  required  to  enable  him  to  land 
at  his  port  of  destination  and  generally  to  comply  will)  the  Laws 
of  the  country  in  which  such  port  is  situated.

or  in  the  opinion  of  the  Line  inadmissible,  under  the  laws  of  the 
country  of  debarkation.  Either  before  sailing  or  at  any  subsequent 
stage  transportation  may  be  refused  to  any  such  person,  and  such 
person  may  be  landed  or  left  at  any  place  at  the  convenience  of 
the  Line.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  compensation  or  damages 
because  of  being  so  refused  transportation  or  landed  or  left;  but

26.  The  purchaser  hereof  covenants  and  warrants  that  he  is 
duly  authorized  by  or  in  behalf  of  ail  the  passengers  named  on 
the  face  of  this  ticket  to  agree  to  all  the  stipulations,  exceptions 
and  conditions  herein  contained.  By  accepting  or  using  this  ticket 
the  passenger  agrees  that  the  stipulations,  exceptions  and  con¬ 
ditions  contained  herein  shall  be  binding  on  him  with  the  Same 
force  and  effect  as  if  he  had  signed  this  ticket. 

27.  Each  passenger  agrees  to  be  bound  by  and  strictly  to  con¬ 
form  to  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  on  board  the  vessel  to 
secure  the  general  comfort  and  safety  on  board.

29.  The  Line  shall  have  a  lien  on  each  passenger's  baggage, 
hand  baggage,  personal  effects  and  any  other  personal  property 
for  all  sums  due  or  payable  by  him  (her)  under  this  Contract 
and  for  any  monies  due  or  payable  whatsoever  by  such  passenger 
to  the  Line,  with  the  right  of  sale  by  the  Line  at  auction  or 
otherwise  without  notice  to  such  passenger. 

30.  The  Line  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  provisions 
of  Sections  4281  to  4286,  both  numbers  inclusive,  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  also  be  entitled  to  the 
benefit  of  any  other  exemption  from  or  limitation  of  liability 
provided  for  by  the  law  of  any  other  country  as  circumstances 
may  warrant.  Nothing  in  this  contract  shall  operate  to  limit  or 
deprive  the  Line  of  any  statutory  protection  or  limitation  of 
liability  which  would  have  been  applicable  in  the  absence  of 
the  terms  and  conditions,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  of  this 
Contract  Ticket. 

31.  THE  PURCHASER  ADMITS  AND  WARRANTS  THAT 
HE  (SHE)  IS  THE  AGENT  OF  THE  PASSENGER  NAMED 
ON  THE  FACE  OF  THIS  TICKET  AND  THAT  HE  (SHE )  IS 
DULY  AUTHORIZED  TO  AGREE  TO  ALL  OF  THE  CON- 
TRACT  TERMS  CONTAINED  HEREIN  AND  DOES  HEREBY 
FOR  HIMSELF  (HERSELF),  AND  AS  AGENT  FOR  THE 
PASSENGER  NAMED  HEREIN,  ADMIT  AND  WARRANT 
THAT  HE  (SHE)  HAS  READ  CAREFULLY  THE  TERMS

A  previously  issued  passport  may  be  used  for  identification  and  proof  of  citizenship,  instead  of  documents  indi¬ 
cated  below,  and  shall  be  submitted  with  the  application. 

A  native  born  citizen  shall  present  his  birth  or  baptismal  certificate.  If  these  are  not  obtainable,  an  affidavit  of 
his  birth,  executed  by  a  parent,  a  close,  older  blood  relative,  or  some  other  person  having  personal  knowledge  of 
the  date  and  place  of  his  birth  can  be  submitted.
